mem, was'a popular idea, byt when, itewas to become the balis for a fe- 
rious aét of the Legifanive, it would be, qeceflary to coafider fomething 
’ beyond popularity, It was, -or might be afficmed, that corruption had 
exifted in Pargliament-+But where was the proof of it? How was it 
khgeii that the practice had been fo géncral as had béen infinuated, or 
indeed, that'it had ever exifted ?<Coald th Noble Lords eftablith a- 
ny fpecific inftance of it? Could they bring one individual to the bar, 
and prove ‘the Fatt againit him ?————If they could do that, they 
might then prefime®a little upon this argument, though ¢ven then 
it would appear to be rather a thowy than a fub(tantial method of 
reafoning. If it could be proved, that fuch a praétice bad ever. 
extited, a bill of. future prevention would ‘be a very inadequate, very 
timid fpecies of chaftifement; the criminal, in fuch cafe, onght to be. 
brqught to a heavier anda more exemplary-punilhment, and his em- 4 
ployer introduced to an equal participation. If, however, no fuch prac- 
tice had been proved, nor was attempted to be proved, upon whit were 
their Lordfhips proeceding?

"There was one circumftance. attending this bill, which he wifhed to 
preis upon their moft ferious confideration.— From all he had read and 
obfigved of the leading chara@teriflics of this couatry, he had been al- 
ways led to, cunfider it as a commercial country. If that were admit- 
ted, ‘what would be faid for a bill that tended to throw difgrace upon 
the means to whielt we owed our confeguenee, as a degradation of any 
‘ptofefiion would neceffarily fink it, We dive by merchandife, yet we 
slegrade the merchant. This was the language of this bill ; thefe were 
its effets; thefe the compenfations for the annihilation of perfonal fran- 
chife, and the deprivatien of conftitutional privilege, He begged their 
Lordfhips to recollect, that this was not the firft time that this bill had 
been prefented to them, .
